SCOTLAND'S DEBT TO. THE 
PEOPLE OF FLANDERS,

AN IMPORTANT CLAN, 


One Improssion an Innocent 
Scottiah reador might get from a 
too-cursory glance at a two- 
volume work juat published by 
Jackson, Wylia & Co., Glasgow, 
cutitled, “Flomish Influence dn 
Britain"—it Is that wo have in 
cur national history hitherto 
strangely overlooked a most im- 
portant clan. Thero ‘la no Flom- 
wR tartan, no Fleming’ Clan 
Soclety; no ono claims the 
Cilefship of the tribe. Yot 
Flomings for hundreds of yeara 
have -beon resident, however 
aparsely, ‘in:most shires of the 
country, Half those. who bear 
the Name hnve no suspicion that 
it“Slgnified originally an allen In- 
comer to this country, one dis- 
tinctively as foreign as if his 
family name wero 'Heasstan.” 

So Scottlsh-sounding ts “Flem- 
Ing” that north of the Tweed wo 
are apt to think of it as‘ pecullar- 
ly native to ouraclves, Hke “Camp- 
bell,” “Camoron,” or any of the 
“Macs.” But an cxamination of 
the Glasgow Telephone Directory 
will show that only about 7b 
Flomings are {ncluded thero, ag 
ecnmpared with about 210 Camp- 
bells, 150 Camerons, and 3,000 
Macs, from which we may ‘sur. 
mise ‘that numerically the Fle. 
ings of Scotland) hnve never 
been of first-rate importance. 
Their number throughout Scot- 
lund to-day looks the more in- 
elgnificant when we . reflect’ that 
it fs ‘all that remains: Identifiable 
offer centurica of . colonisation 
here and inter-marriage with the 
native Scots. | 

The Craftsmen. 

Mr. J. Arnotd Fleming, author 
of “Scottish Pottery” and “Model- 
Nng and Pottery Painting,” {x 
one of the Ginsgow Flemings in 
whom a tincture of Flemish blood 
is probably all that survives in 
the flood of _ really Scottish 
nationality that sweeps ‘through 
bis veins, “But of that :tincture 
he Is, as an artist craftsman 
bound to make tho most in his 
Intest book, “Flemish Influence In 
Britain,” though it has Involved 
a vast amount of research extend: 
ing back to the Middle Ages, 

The Flemings—or, as one might 
say, the Craftsmen—were distig- 
sujshable, prominent, and at 
aigh stage of civilaation on the 
Continent of Europe at a time 
when the arta of peace in Scot- 
land were as little advanced oy 
they are to-day {in Patagonia, 
They had famous towns of large 
population, flourishing industries, 
and powerful democratic rule— 
such as Ghent, Bruges, Ypres, 
Courtrai, Valencierines, and Lille 
—as early as the 10th century. 

Thoy were essentlally people of 
the plains and town-dwellers, 
which accounts for the fact that, 
though frequent migrants to Eng- 
land and Scotland, and settlers 
there for ages, they have always 
been un-clanned mon whose iden 
lily was oon lost In the High- 
lands, If it wae ever very mark- 
ed thos? It has to be remember- 
ed, of course, that not all incom- 
ers of Flomish or Belgic origin 
used the racial designation 
“Fleming” a5 a name; indeed, 
those who did so-must have been 
a tnere fraction af the whole. 
That constioration minimises the 
value of family names as a sto- 
Usticr.] factor in any research 
into the orlgins of so mixed a 
race as the British people. Dur- 
ing the latest European War, 
great numbers of Belgian re- 
fugeos found permanent homes in 
Britain under family names which 
give no hint that 
more unmistpkably “Flemings” 
than any of that cognamen in our 
elty directories.

Nevertheless Mr. J. Arnold 
Fleming has handsomely justified 
his evsay ot proving that Flemish 
Influence on the Brltish people, 
{ts soclol and political history,Its 
arts and Industries, owes far more 
tn the people of Flanders than 
our own natlonal historles would 
Incleate. There sre, doubtless, 
iar mote Flemings in England 
thers ever wero in 
Scotland, though it was not al- 
ways so. They had fought for 
thelr adopted country in the wars 
of Scottivh. independence. A 
great proportion of them‘ had 
come to the Enat and North-East 
parts of Scotland—to Aberdeen- 


shire, Angus and tho Moarna, tho |- 


Lothians, and Edinburgh, Thoy 
wore first-class ‘“‘mixors,'’’ tem- 
peramentally, phyalcally, and in 
“dournoas” and Indopendont spirit. 
tha vory atif! for blonding with 
the native charactar. It was to 
cur peaceful Floming Invadors we 
mainly owe tho beginninga of our 
trade In wool and cloth; most of 
cur Ideas of the finer metal, pot> 
tery, and gloss things; beautiful 
fabrics, and ‘the oleganclen - of 
domestic life in genoral.

At Ilttle tables round the floor, 
under softly-ahaded lights, the 
girls sit waiting, A band plays 
unceaBingly from a small alcove. 

“Not A Drop".

German Biologist’s View 
of Heredity. 


EXPERIMENTS ON MICE. 


The biologist and = mathomati- 
elan, Dr. Felix Bernstein, hna sub- 
mitted the result of his rescarzhes 
into the hereditary. nature of 
cancer to Berlin | Medien!  So- 
clety, These results have 
tiroured a goo deal of 
interest in the German medical 
world. Briefly they amount to 
thls. For many years American 
cancer resfarch workers have tried 
to determine the hereditary or non- 
hereditary character of the disonse 
by following {ts occurrence or re- 
currence In generation alter gen- 
eration of men. Such experiments 
ure, of course, common enough in 
Karope, only in Amevien they have 
been conducted on a large scale. 

Thiw Leo Leob (the brother of 


extended the erstwhile formidable Sookumpoo| the great Jack Leob) attempted to 


generalise on data derived from the 
examination of moro thin 50,000 
mice, while Miss Maud Flye, atter 
having studied many generations 
of mice comprising hundreds = of 
thousands’ of individual animals, 
ted to show that heredity in can- 
cer follows quite simple rules. 

Dr, Bernstein's special work hab 
been the statistical study of here- 
dity, and, withthe help of the 
“Notyemeinschaft der Deutschen 
Wiasenchaft” (a German Govern- 
mount associnttun) he was able to 
visit Amerien and make a study of 
the vast statiytien) material which 
had aeceumulated there. without 
leading: to any satisfactory geners 
aliyation. His thesis, which he 
gave In dotail is that cancer Ig not 
only hereditary but even the time 
at which it appears is hereditary 
—that is to say, an hereditary tac. 
tor determines whether a malign- 
ant tumour appears curly or late 
in the life of the individual. Dr. 
Bernstein repeats tha often-stated 
theory that cancer inereases in go- 
called “cancer families in the 
course of generations, 

“Hereditary Cancer.” 

‘Hereditary cancer, he declared, 
“follows a simple rule within the 
framework of the Mendelian law. 
The hereditary disposition or ten. 
deney to cancer involves 4 so-enl!- 
ed “recessive” factor which does 
not always become active in the 
individual who has inherited the 
disposition and who passes this 
disposition on to his offspring. 
The recessive cancerous factor can 
be cancelled by a non-cancerous

factor. Every individual receives 
from his two parents two factors 
that make up every hereditary 
characteristic. If one of the 
parents ig free from the cancerous 
factor——that is to gay, in posses 
sion of the non-cuncerous,—the 
cancerous factor Is cancelled and 
he has no disposition towards the 
discase. ; 

It.{s this dominance of the non. 
cancerous factor that explains why 
offspring do not inherit the discare 
if elther the father or the mother 
is free from it. But if both parents 
have the cancerous factor, so that 
two recessive fnclors coincide, 
then the cancerous disposition Is 
inherited. Even so, certain 
{rritants, the nature of which is 
unknown, are necessary to produce 
a malignant growth, but these 
irritants would seem to be normal- 
ly present or else cancer would not 
show itself with mathematical ac- 
curacy, 80 to speak, in those who 
have inherited the disposition. 

The hereditary nature of cancer 
ig not a reason to despair of curing 
It, for a number of hereditarily 
determined diseases aro being 
combated successfully by various 
means, .

. British Toll in China, 


AST night's news from North China is extremely serious. We 
are informed that there is: great Red activity at the north 
end of Tungting Lake from .Yuchow to Shasi. The Communists 
have fired on the British warships Teal, Bee, Scarab, and Guam, 
near Chenglin, two British bluejackets being wounded, whilst an 
American has been killed. Moreover, one of Jardine, Matheson and 
Company’s launches has been seized and burned,, whilst the 
Wuchang-Changsha Railway has been cut in numerous places, 

How long’are these Red outrages against British subjects and 
British property. in Chinn to be permitted to continue? Does it 
not sound ridiculous that whilst we hear of Preparations for the 
rendition of Wei-hai-wei and negotiations for the gradual abolition 
of extrality, the cables should be full of the captures of missionaries 
by bandits and the firing on British Warships by the Reds? 

The British Foreign Office must be “slated” by all British 
subjects resident in China, Its policy. is too weak-kneed. Senti- 
mentality and so-called gestures of friendship are lost on the 
Chinese, whether they be members of the Nationalist Government 
at Nanking or the Northern party at Peking. No other nation 
under the sun but Great Britain would tolerate the present situa- 
tion for one minute, China has either got.to show a.clean pair of 
hands in respect of the protection of British lives and property— 
or take the consequences, Too many lives have been lost already, 
and China ig apparently unable or unwilling to call a halt to the toll 
of British lives. So long as China is unable to tuke her natural role 


of protector of British lives in Chinese territory 80 long must she 
be regarded as inefficient th regarding the rendition of 


to treat wi 
any property or any rights at present held by Great Britatn. The 
Chinese may hold Chinese life in small “esteem. They must be 
taught different ideas regarding British lives and British property. 

The British Foreign Office ig past all human understanding, It 
must be tauiht its duty. And if British subjects in China itself 
are powerlegs, it is time that British subjects in the Colony of 
Hony.Kong—the nearest British Colony to China—made themselves 
heard, through the Colonial OfMice, in no uncertain tone, 

If China is unable to subjugate the Reds within her own bor- 
ders Great Britain—when her own subjects are inenaced—must 
step in and ensure that adequate protection js given to British sub- 
jects ‘and British shipping, irrespective of what steps may be taken 
by other Powers. We are told that one American subject has been 
Killed, but we do not expect that America will be unduly moved 
thereby. But two British ‘subjects — members of our glorious 
Navy—have been wounded by the Reds, whilst British gunboats 
have deen flred upon. It is time that these outrages censed. It fs 
tine that China was informed in no uncertain terms that such out- 
rages muat cease, Let there be an end once and for all to so-called 
weatures that lead nowhere. Let there be an end of negotintions 
for tlie abolition of extrality. Let the. convention for the rendition 
of Wel-hni-woi be regarded as null and void until China ta truly in 
4 position to safeguard the Nves and property of Brittah subjects.

JUDGE'S GRAVE WARNING. 


Razor-slashing, gang warfare, 
and a reign of terror in preventing 
evidence being obtained, were de- 
nounced by Lord Alnesa (Lord 
Justice-Clerk) when addressing the 
Mayistrates In the Glasgow High 
Court.

Great Revolution ia Auto 
Methods Predicted. 


. | By The Hon, Mrs, Victor Bruce. ] 


Startling developments In aato- 
mobile design are few und far 
between, but occasionally somo new 
principles or mechanlem fer tho 
operation of some part of the motor 
cay makes [ts appearence, Early 
promiay {s not.always fulfilled; per- 
haps some unexpected snag ts ufs- 
elosed, or the public will have none 
of it. . 

An Instance Is the free wheel for 
motor cara. There ta no question 
but that the free wheel of tu-day is 
a thoroughly practical mechanism, 
which doos all that Is claimed for It, 
and yet it does not seem to attract 
the general motoring publle, Manu- 
facturers who have standurdiaed 
free wheel on thelr cars have drop- 
ped the tdea as there is practically 
no demand for it—and, as I aay, 
the promise of a. year or a0 age has 
not been fulfilled, : 

Another development is an auto- 
matic brake regulator. Just Imagine 
the jey of belng able legitimately 
to nemlect one of the varlous period- 
fenl attentions demanded by — the 
average motor car! You buy your 
ear, and run it until brake Hnings 
ure worn out and need renewing, 
never having. to touch an adjuster 

“tn the imvantime., This gadget— 
although it is worthy of a more 
eerlous “Utle——has -been perfected 
and is making great headway not 
only in England but all over Europe; 
‘and as the benefits which it corffers 
ure not a question of opinion, but 
of fact, there Is no doubt thet [te will 
have a lasting success. 

A Revelation, 

The greatest development of all Is 
that which has just been introduced 
by a well-known company, and 
which fs called a “tlufd flywheel.” 
Under that name it does not sound 
very impressive, but to drive a car 
litted with the device is a revelation, 

The aim of the designer is always 
to make his petrol engine as nearly 
like a steam engine in operation as 
possible; and always he is up 
against the limitation that an in- 
ternal combustion engine works by 
means of a series of isolated im- 
pulses, whereas the steam engine 
operates through steady, continuous 
pressyrec. 

Well, not ta go into. technical 
details, this fluid Nywheel makes it 
possible to drive a car on the throt- 
tle alone,. without touching the 
cluteh, or, if the engine is sufficient- 
ly powerful, the genrs. It consists 
of two rotating members, set up fe 
un oil-filled and oil-tight casing, 
which tukea the place of the normal 


flywheel. One member fs attached 
to the ernnkshaft of the engine, and 
ig driven thereby, while the other 
member, entirely independent, drives 
the transmission. 

With the engine just ticking over, 


the driving mombor has no affect 
Vipon the driven mombor, but as the 
throttle is oponed and tho engine 
reva up, the energy of the ona Is 
titnsmitted to thy other through the 
medium of the ofl—and = the car 
moves amoothly away, on whatever 
eax happens to be engagod. 
A Lost Sonsntion, 

It was posalble with the powerful 
ongino of the cnr on which 1 tried 
the device to move off-on top xoar 
on ovon a considerable risa; but it 
must be quite obvious that the 
rapidity of accoleration, or, in fact, 
the possibility of starting, on top at 
all deponda entirely upon the avail- 
ablo engine power In relation to load 
and gradient, 

The effect, [f a hill happens to be 
too steep to obtain a start, is almply 
that of revving up on an ordinary 
ent with the elutch out; and the 
remedy is merely to engage a lower 
year. 

" The most remarkable part of the 
operution of this flywheel, however, 
{js that although = its smoothness 
obviously depends upon, “glip” be- 
tween the two members, the sensa- 
thon of this slip {fs lost almost 
immedintely the ear begins to move. 

A selentific teat on this point 
shows that ff one starts off in on 
ordinartly gentle fashion, the degree 
of slip ig reduced from the maximum 
100 per cent. when the car Js at rest 
to 2 mere 2 per cent. by the time 
n speed of about 18 miles an hour 
has been attained. If, however, the 
most violent acceleration possible Is 
indulged In, the slip drops to abour 
16 per éent., at 1,000 engine revs. 
per minute, or a speed of about 17 
miles an hour, and has reached the 
minimum at GO miles an hour. 

Gear Changing Simplified. 

Under normal driving, therefore, 
the 2 per cent. slip is insufficlent 
to geneinte any afznificant ‘degree of 
hent—or in other words, since the 
worlding parts are so few and 30 


(simple, aind there is ne consumption 


of oil through heat, there a no 

gon why the mechanism should 
ovet need attention or give trouble. 
- Although, at present, this remark- 
able device ts limited to one make 
af eny, it is too good not eventually 
to find Its way into. the open market, 
Its effect is not, as some people 
have supposed, to make every car a 
top gear enr; but it is safe to any 
that whatever the present top-gear 
capabilities of any given vehicle, the 
fluid flywheel will, Increase them 
very considerably. Even on a small 
ear, it must tend materially to 
simplify gear changing; and I 
shold imagine that by completely 
climinating the shock of ordinary 
sluteh engagement It would, also 


have the effect of prolonging car, 
and especiaty engine, life. 

As 1 suid ut the outset, develop- 
ment ig rather slow, and not un- 
naturally in view of the high stan- 
dard already reached in automoblle 
design; and many of us fecl that 
only the discovery of some entircly 
new principle of operation will effect 
any yereat change in accepted 
methods and principles. I am in- 
chned to think that this new fly- 
wheel may be It! 


| ROAD MANNERS. | 
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Assistance in 
Trouble. 


Those: who’ -exotl the good old 
daya have boon indulging “rocenfly 
in n voritable orgy of reminiscence 
concerning “roadside sportsmat- 
ship.” By this thoy mean the 
rondincsa of one motorist to come 
to tho assistance of another In time 
of mochanical trouble. It [s- sug- 
gested thot nowadsya o drfver in 
trouble may see fifty cara’ go past 
his stacionary vehicle, with never an 
efter of  hélp,. whereas in 
days, of yore almost = every 
driver would have slowed 
down and volunteered — assist- 
ance. Therefore, say the detractors 
of’ the’ modern cur owner, we ‘are a 
heartless, decadent race, totally un 
worthy to be mentioned in the same 
breath as our immediate ancestors 
(says the Autocar). 

This is very, lamentable—or, 
rather, It would be if there were a 
shadow of truth in tho accusation. 
Fortunately, there is not. The 
driver who to-day sees streams of 
curs yo by, leaving him to his fate, 
hns only himself to blame, Human 
nature In 1929 is much the samo as 
it was five-and-twenty years ago; 
but other conditions have changed. 
In the old dnys enra were very few 
and far between, and no serious 
delay was involved In.the course of 
n Jong journey if one stopped to 
nay, “Want any help?" to the man 
in charge of every motor vehicle 
standing motionless by the roadside. 
But to-day such a proceeding would 
be an Intolerable burden to the aver- 
age driver and an entirely unnece- 
sary cause of congestion. 

Wo have yet to hear of any decent 
motorist “passing by on the other 
side” when ft has been obvious that 
his help ia needed. Indeed, reports 
reach us almost daily of cases. In

whieh an infinity of trouble has been 
taken by car owners on behalf of 
total strangers in difficulties by the 
wayside. All that is necessary— 
and it is obviously a perfectly fair 
and reasonable condition—to bring 
an approaching car to a halt is for 
the man in trouble to make clear 
signals to the passing driver that he 
wants some help. 

Apparently some people think 
that one should pull up whenever 
ene sees a raised bonnet on a sta~ 
tionary car. In our opinion, there 
is neither rhyme nor reason in do- 
ing anything of the kind, To take 
a conservative estimate, In nine 
cases out of ten outside ald {s not 
dusived, and in the tenth it ig not 
too much to expect an S.O.S. signal 
to be made. Then, and then only,

MOTOR TRUCKS. 


' _ Distribution by New 


Method Beneficial. 


Rapidly increasing” use of — the 
motor truck by the farming Inter- 
ests of the nation ‘Is providing a 
channel for the ready disposal of 
frults and = vegetables for which 
‘there formerly was no commercial 
outlet. 

Applleaion of the truck in this 
respect has aupplemented its normal 
aphere in the transportation and 
snle of general agricultural pro- 
ducts, with a startling effect upon 
erop production in many arcas, 

This Ia strikingly Mluatrated In a 
transportation adrvey made recently 
by Brice Edwards of the Bureau of 
Agtcultural 
United States . Department — of: 
Agriculture. It discusses the move- 
ment of tho 1928 crop of fruits and 
vegetables in sauthern Indiana and 
Wunols and emphasises the large 
recent Increase in the use of trucks 
for the transport of farm products, 

“Motor truck transportation In 
southern Indiana and IWinois Was 
developed chiefly during the Inst 
four years,” the survey states, “A 
characteristic of the use In this 
section is the supplying of rural and 
amall city trade by wholesale and 
retall peddling with the truckman 
acting as middleman nga well as. 
carrier. 

In southtrn Indiana, the Govern- 
ment's statistics reveal, 65 per cent. 
of the 1928 crop of fruits and 
vexetables, Including that portion 
sold to canneries, was moved by 
truck. This truck movement com- 
prised e total of perishnbles trucked 
to thelr destination of 5,120 carload 
equivalents. The similar rail move- 
ment equalled but 2,788 carloads. 

One’ fnctor contributing to the 
very heavy truck movement in 
Indiana {s the proximity of the pro- 
dueing regions to the consuming 
centres. < . 

In southern Ulinois, where the 
short haul ts not as frequent as in 
Indiana, nearly one-fourth of the 
frult and vegetable crop was never- 
theless shipped by truck, The 
Federal statistics for this move- 
ment illustrates that 28 per cent, 
or 2,305 carlond equivalents, were 
shipped by truck us compared to 
7,829 cara shipped by rall and truck 
combined, 

A comparatively new development 
in the merchandising of perishables 
in’ the section surveyed, the report 
states, has been the advent of 
the truckinan-marchant,_ Originally 
starting when growers vars sent men 
with londs of melons or fruit ‘to 
peddle in nearby towns, many of 
these peddlers branched out. bought 
their own trucks, purchased produce 
direct from the farmers and then 
built up their own clientele, At the 
game time many farmers, when the 
frtit and vegetable seayon opens, 


become truckmen-merchants them- 4 


selves, selling the produce of theTr 
own farms and that of thelr neigh- 
bours j rby efties and towns. 

Bot], » developments of the 
merch man iden have re- 
sulted direct ‘delivery of 
fruits rtables to markets 
much oF? A om the producing 
distrien <3 erly served. Tha 
truckmat on ort of both classes 
‘cnn profite.,;©?, Yord to distribute 
perishables is iore distant markets 
than can the commercial truckman 
hauling for cartage fees alone. 

Improvement of truck equipment’ 
has been another result of the rise 
of the merchant-truckman. Where 
formerly mosf of the trucks were 
made-over sutomobiles and small 
half-ton trucks, during the Jast two 
years n considerable number of one 
and two-ton trucks have replaced 
the amall ones. Many of the truck- 
men-merchants formerly operating 
with one amall truck cach, are now 
using larger: trucks, or more than 
one. 

In‘commenting upon the effect of 
the motor truck on production and 
merchandising the Government sur- 
vey anid: 

“The truck has rendered o ren} 
adrvice by moving frults and veget- 
ables rapidly from the grower 
direct to the rurnl retailer many 
miles away. It has made n good

“At What Age Is a Boy 
a Criminal, 


MAGISTRATE DECIDES. 


Mr. T. 5. Whyte-Smith, sitting as 
Coroner, with w jury, comprising 
Mr E. Grant Smith (foreman) Mr, 
D.C. Walmsley and Mr. Garch 
Cheung, at the Kowloon Magistracy 
yeaterday morning, held a special 
inquiry [nto the circumstances 
which surrounded the death of a 
Chinese, named Chung Sau-nam 
(12) at To Kwa Wan Road, outside 
house No, 241, on the evening of 
July 1. 

Prior to taking formal evidence 
the Coroner suid; “Gentlemen of 
the jury, thistia a toroner’s  in- 
quiry into the death of a Chinese 
boy, who is alleged to have died as 
the result of being kicked by an- 
other boy. 1 think there will be 
evidence to say that there was 
something in the nature of a quar- 
re)," 

Dr. K. Harrison Utuley, MAB, 
M.A. medical officer in charge of 

. Koyvloon Mortuary stated that on 
July 2 the body ‘of ‘Chung Sau-nam 
(12) was identified in his presence 
by the father, cousin, an Indian 
policeman and ([nspector Stimson. 
He examined ehim, and found he 
had died of shock following a blow 
in the lower rexion of his body. 
The spot was comrested and show- 
ed no external injury. The lad 
probably died within the hour, He 
also saw Kau Chai who had two 
black eyes. . 

Next’ witness, Chung Sau-yau 
(11), a cougjn of the deceased, re- 
luted that he was > silting . down 
with him on the pavement on the 
day in question, They played. 
Kau Chai sat nearby, and there was 
also Chung Chung-kwai with them, 
Kau spoke to witness and said “you 
ora blind,” whereupon Chung (de- 
cenned), replied, “you, are blind,” 

Kau then swore at deceased who 
awore back, Kau then hit Chung 
with hin fist, of sceing the Jatter 
raise his foot. Witness’ cousin 
(deceased) gave. Kau Chal a black 
eye, and the latter returned several 
blows, He then kicked decensed, 
and the latter fell to the ground 
and Jay motionless, Kau kicked 
with bare feet, 

Chung Chifng-kwai (12) said that 
he did see the actual fight and cor- 
roborated the evidence given by 
Chung Sau-yau, while Yau Che (14), 
elder brother of Kau Chai, stated 
he did not witness any fighting, 

The decensed’s father, Chung 
Ghuen, a foreman in P.W.D., pave 
evidence of identification of Chung 
Sau-nam as being his son. 

The Coroner, through the Inter. 
preter told the witness that thd 
Court was very sorry for him losing 
his son. ‘ : 

Summing up, the Coroner sald 
that the jury could take it that the 
boy (Kau Chai), who was alleged 
to havo kicked thé deceased, was 
8 yeara old, The age of the boy 
was of great importance. There 
was something in the nature of a 
fight between two boys. There 
was the question of which struck 
the first blow, and s0 on. The im- 
portant point for the jury to cor. 
sider wis the age of the boy*—Kau 
Chai. The Coroner said ho thought 
they could asaume that the decens- 
ed died froma kick which Kau 
Chai undoubtedly gave him.  Re- 
ferring the jury to Russell's book 
on crime, the Coroner said that it 
fa the Inw of England that no child 
under the age of seven can bo 
guilty of a criminal act and fur- 
thermore that no child over the 
age of seven or under the age of 
fourteen [8 capable of  erfminal 
responsibility. The Coroner re 
minded the Jury that the polnt to 
consider was “can a boy of that 
ago be held to be eriminally 
responsible. They regarded Kau 
Chai’a axe na being just on the 
border Mno, and the Coroner 
thought that tha gentlemen of the 
jury would’ bo justified In troating 
the boy ns being povon, because 
ong yenr of azo could not make 
very much difference. The quea- 
dion was whether a boy of that age 
wos capable of committing o 
erimo, Tho Coroner thought that 
the jury had no diMculty fn eay- 
Ing thnt he was not. Thon if they 
wore of that opinion ho would ank 
them to roturn a vordict of 
“donth by miandventure.”
